To start Welcome Aboard 
Apple Ie/IIlc computers: Place the disk labeled Side A into 
the disk drive (label side up). Close the disk drive door. Turn on the com- 
puter and monitor, and Welcome Aboard will load automatically. If 
your computer is already on, while holding down the CONTROL 
and C3 key, press and release the RESET key. 


Commodore 64 computers: Turn on the disk drive first, and 
then the computer. Insert the disk labeled Side A into the disk drive 
(label side up). Close the disk drive door. type LOAD “WA”, 8 and 
then press the RETURN key. The computer will respond with 
SEARCHING FOR WA, LOADING and then READY. Type RUN and 
then press RETURN again. When the loading process is complete 
(it takes a while), the program will start by itself. 


IMPORTANT NOTE FOR ALL COMPUTER USERS: Never tamper 
with disks when the red disk drive light is on. If you try to insert, 
remove, or adjust a disk while the light is on, you may destroy the con- 
tents of the disk. You should also make sure that you don’t touch the 
exposed inner surface of your disks, because that can damage or ruin 
them, too. 
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
